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PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  THE  Stockholders  of  the 

Odd  Fellows'  Library  Association  : 

This  being  the  tenth  annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  I 
deem  it  meet  and  proper,  in  a  few  brief  remarks,  to  review  the 
history  of  the  past,  to  comment  upon  the  progressive  character 
of  the  Library,  and  to  report,  in  my  opinion,  what  has  been 
its  influence  upon  the  prosperity  and  success  of  the  Order  in 
this  city. 

Early  in  1854,  and  soon  after  the  Lodges  in  this  city — then 
consisting  of  California,  No.  1,  and  San  Francisco,  No.  3 — ^moved 
into  the  brick  building  No.  184  Montgomery  street,  there  was 
some  conversation  among  our  members  in  relation  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Library.  But  no  definite  action  was  taken  in  the 
matter  until  the  11th  of  December,  1854,  when  a  few  brethren 
who  remained  in  the  Hall  on  that  evening,  after  the  close  of  the 
Lodge,  organized,  by  choosing  John  Q.  Piper  Chairman,  and 
Henry  M.  Tice  as  Secretary. 

It  appears  of  record  that  John  Q.  Piper,  H.  M.  Tice,  A.  Dru- 
ker^  Franklin  Williams,  W.  A.  Langley,  A.  S.  Iredale,  Philo 
White,  N.  Sutton,  H.  F.  Swain,  J.  B.  Leavitt,  John  Southnell, 
L.  F.  Zantzinger,  John  S.  Eagan  and  Alexander  Eaton  were 
present.  A  Committee  was  then  appointed  to  bring  the  sub- 
ject matter  before  the  Lodges,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  to 
December   15th.     The  brothers  who  then  had  the  matter  in 


charge  kept  the  ball  rolling,  for  we  find  by  the  record  that 
meetings  were  held  on  the  15th,  16tli  and  30th  of  December. 
At  the  latter  date,  a  Constitution  and  ByLaws  were  adopted, 
which,  with  trifling  amendments,  are  the  same  under  which  the 
Association  still  acts. 

On  the  2d  day  of  April,  1855,  just  ten  3^ears  ago,  the  Library 
was  opened  for  the  delivery  of  books — the  whole  number  of 
books  and  pamphlets  at  that  time  being  1,011.  The  Library 
was  then  kept  in  a  closet  adjoining  the  Lodge  Hall,  about  five 
by  six  feet  square,  and  fourteen  feet  high.  By  the  aid  of  a 
ladder  all  parts  of  the  Library  were  accessible  to  the  members, 
although  but  one  could  avail  himself  of  the  privilege  at  a  time. 

On  the  1st  of  April,  1856,  it  appeared  by  the  report  of  the 
officers  that  the  number  of  books  were  1,395,  an  increase  of 
about  400  volumes. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  1857,  it  was  reported  that  the  Li- 
brary consisted  of  2,111  volumes,  and  the  cash  receipts  had 
been  about  $800.  The  Library  had  been  removed  from  the 
closet  to  an  elegant  room  in  the  rear  of  the  Lodge. 

Li  1858,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  April,  the  whole  number 
of  catalogued  books  amounted  to  2,880,  an  increase  of  769  over 
the  preceding  year.  A  collection  of  about  200  volumes  in  Ger- 
man were  among  the  additions^  The  receipts  of  the  year  in 
cash  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $1,149  06. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  1859,  the  number  of  books  reported 
were  3,195,  being  an  increase  of  315  volumes.  The  cash  re- 
ceipts were  $700. 

At  the  annual  meeting  on  the  2d  of  April,  1860,  the  number 
of  volumes  was  3,762,  an  increase  of  567.  The  reports  show 
that  the  Library  was  closed  for  three  months  of  this  year  in 
consequence  of   the   removal  to   the   Hall   purchased  by  the 


Order,  at  the  corner  of  Bush  and  Kearny  streets.  The  total 
value  of  the  Library  and  Cabinet  was  |9,652  05. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  April,  1861,  the  number  of  books 
reported  was  4,568,  being  an  increase  for  the  year  of  806  vol- 
umes— 202  by  donation  and  604  by  purchase.  The  entire  re- 
ceipts of  the  year  were  $2,031  97. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  April,  1862,  the  whole  number  of 
volumes  reported  as  added  to  the  Library  was  1,298,  and  the 
cash  receipts,  $1,720  25. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  1863,  366  volumes  were  reported  as 
added  to  the  Library,  and  its  receipts  had  been  $1,426  20.  The 
expenses  of  moving  to  the  new  Hall  had  been  so  large  this  year 
that  the  addition  in  books  was  not  so  large  as  in  some  preced- 
ing years. 

At  the  annual  meeting  m  1864,  763  volumes  Avere  reported 
as  added  to  the  Library,  and  the  cash  receipts  were  $2,204  49. 
In  these  reports  only  such  books  as  are  entered  in  the  regular 
catalogues  are  enumerated.  Duplicates  and  books  not  bound 
are  not  included^ 

By  the  present  report  of  the  Directors,  it  appears  that  we 
now  have  12,043  volumes,  a  valuable  mineral  cabinet,  and  other 
property,  of  the  total  value  of  $26,000. 

During  the  past  year,  valuable  donations  of  books  have  been 
made  by  Hon.  James  A.  McDougall,  Hon.  T,  G.  Phelps,  Dr.  L. 
Sober,  C.  A.  Crane,  John  W.  Gould,  C.  T.  Pidwell,  Dr.  J.  D.  B. 
Stillman,  Dr.  L.  Feuchtwanger,  Henry  Kimball,  and  others.  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  now  saying  that  if  our  Library  is  not  the 
largest  on  this  coast,  it  is  the  best  and  most  useful  and  practical 
to  all  classes  of  society. 

Upon  the  subject  of  California  and  the  northwest  coast  it 
has  no  equal  on  this  continent,  and  it  is  doubted  if  any  single 
library  in  Europe  contains  so  much  historical  matter  as  does  ours 
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upon  every  subject  connected  with  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  its 
immense  coasts.  Our  series  of  maps,  in  relation  to  the  coast  of 
California,  from  the  unique  drawings  of  Cortez,  in  1534,  dovm 
to  the  finished  productions  of  the  present  day,  mark  step  by 
step  the  progress  of  geographical  discovery  ;  and  the  maps  of 
the  fifteenth  century,  making  California  an  island,  and  the 
curious  descriptions  of  ancient  Munchausen  voyagers,  who  de- 
liberately write  that  they  then  sailed  all  around  it,  make 
this  department  equally  interesting  to  the  searcher  after  the 
curiosities  of  literature,  as  to  the  mere  historian.  Standing 
orders  in  Europe  and  in  Mexico,  to  procure  two  or  three  very 
curious  books  in  this  line,  will  complete  this  otherwise  perfect 
history  of  this  coast. 

Upon  all  the  specialties  of  our  people  and  our  Order,  our 
Library  is  remarkably  perfect.  Nearly  every  w^ork  upon  geoh 
ogy,  mines,  minerals  and  metals,  which  could  be  procured  in  the 
English  language,  either  in  New  York  or  London,  have  been 
placed  on  our  shelves,  and  the  constant  application  of  persons 
outside  of  the  Order  for  the  privilege  of  consulting  them, 
demonstrates  that  your  Library  is  becoming  more  and  more  a 
place  of  resort  for  those  engaged  in  pursuits  most  interesting 
to  our  people. 

Large  additions  have  been  made  the  past  year  to  the  archi- 
tectural department  of  the  Library,  which  are  attracting  much 
attention,  and  those  of  our  friends  Avho  desire  to  build  homes 
for  themselves  now  find  in  our  Library  full  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  their  houses,  whether  they  desire  to  build  an  imperial 
palace  or  an  humble  cottage.  The  Odd  Fellows'  Homestead 
furnishes  them  with  the  land,  and  the  Library  with  the  plans, 
and  it  seems  there  is  only  one  thing  more  needful — and  that  is 
some  Odd  Fellows'  money  institution  to  furnish  them  with  the 
needful  to  pay  the  carpenter,  the  mason,  and  the  painter  after 


the  house  is  completed,  and  then,  perhaps,  something  to  furnish 
some  of  us  with  a  wife  to  cheer  the  otherwise  desolate  hearth- 
stone. 

During  the  past  year  a  splendid  copy  of  the  Regent's  edition 
of  the  Delphin  classics,  in  141  volumes,  has  been  added  to  the 
Xibrary,  This,  with  the  standard  and  best  editions  of  classic 
works  already  there,  makes  our  Library  as  interesting  and 
entertaining  to  the  scholar  and  man  of  letters  as  to  the  mere 
utilitarian. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  say  that  the  spiritual  as  well  as 
the  material  man  has  not  been  forgotten.  The  Bible,  in  forty- 
one  different  languages,  adorns  our  shelves,  and  though  the  copy 
in  the  Otaheite  language  may  not  be  instructive  to  all,  yet  we 
have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  if  any  of  our  friends 
should  visit  us  from  Otaheite  we  can  furnish  them  with  spiritual 
food  as  well  as  mere  bread.  The  old  Breeches  Bible,  of  1604, 
and  the  old  Rhenish  Testament,  of  1580,  valued  at  $500,  render 
this  department  of  our  Library  interesting  alike  to  the  anti- 
quarian and  Biblical  scholar. 

The  G-erman  department  has  been  constantly  increasing,  and 
when  the  1,500  volumes  now  on  the  way  from  Europe  shall  have 
arrived,  we  shall  have  the  largest  and  best  G-erman  Library  in 
California.  The  highest  praise  is  awarded  to  the  members  of 
Harmony  and  Germania  Lodges  for  the  interest  they  have  taken 
in  the  success  of  this  department  of  the  Library. 

It  would  hardly  be  believed  by  persons  not  familiar  with 
Odd  Fellowship  that  some  five  hundred  volumes  have  been  pub- 
lished in  the  English  language  upon  this  interesting  subject, 
nearly  all  of  which  are  found  in  our  Library.  The  addition  of 
over  eighty  volumes  the  past  year  make  this  department  nearly 
perfect. 

I  had  intended  when  I  commenced  this  report  to  have  said 
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something  of  nearly  all  of  the  specialties  of  the  Library,  to 
have  told  5^ou  that  we  had  a  hundred  volumes,  mostly  of  splen- 
did illustrated  works,  upon  that  quadruped  commonly  known  as 
the  horse,  and  that  every  virtue,  vice  and  disease  of  that  whole 
tribe,  from  the  little  fellow  with  long  ears  to  the  most  proud 
Arabian  steed,  was  illustrated  and  descanted  upon  in  the  most 
scientific  and  horse-like  manner. 

I  had  intended,  also,  to  tell  you  that  you  might  find  in  the 
Library  three  hundred  volumes  upon  military  science,  com- 
mencing Avith  "  eyes  right  "  and  ending  with  such  grand  mili- 
tary operations  as  the  siege  of  Sebastopol,  the  bombardment  of 
Sumter,  the  capture  of  Vicksburg  and  New  Orleans,  and  to-day 
we  might  add  the  evacuation  of  Richmond  and  the  capture  of 
Petersburg. 

I  also  intended  to  speak  of  old  and  curious  books,  four  hun- 
dred years  old  and  more  ;  of  pictures  and  maps  ;  of  fossils  and 
minerals  ;  of  rare  old  coins  and  continental  money  ;  of  the 
Wildey  goblet  ;  of  the  secret  closet,  and  many  other  interesting 
matters  connected  with  your  Librar}^ ;  but  I  do  not  wish  to  ex- 
haust your  patience.  I  ought  also  to  allude  to  the  new,  elegant 
Hall,  recently  occupied  by  the  Board  of  Education,  now  added 
to  the  rooms  of  your  Association. 

I  congratulate  the  stockholders  on  the  financial  success  of  the 
Library.  Unlike  almost  all  other  institutions  of  a  similar  char- 
acter, it  has  been  so  managed  that  nearly  every  dollar  received 
into  its  treasury  has  been  expended  for  books,  the  Hall  As- 
sociation and  the  Lodges  paying  all  of  its  expenses  for  rents, 
gas,  salaries,  etc,,  which  arrangement  is  mutuall}^  beneficial  for 
all,  as  the  Library  furnishes  elegant,  comfortable  and  agreeable 
ante-rooms  for  the  entire  fraternity,  to  which  all  members  of 
the  Order,  and  their  families,  have  full  access  eveYy  day,  from 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  and 
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members  of  the  Order,  whether  members  of  the  Library  or  not, 
have  access  at  all  times  to  all  of  its  treasures,  in  every  depart- 
ment ;  and  Odd  Fellows  from  the  country  find  it  an  agreeable 
place  to  pass  their  leisure  hours  while  visiting  the  city  ;  and  all 
sick  and  convalescent  brethren,  whether  under  the  Visiting  or 
General  Relief  Committee,  are  furnished  with  reading  matter 
without  money  and  without  price.  Historians,  Professors  of 
Colleges,  editors  and  men  of  letters  and  science,  under  liberal 
rules,  are  allowed  from  time  to  time  to  consult  the  archives  of 
the  Library  for  such  information  as  they  may  deem  proper. 
No  locks  and  keys,  bars  and  bolts,  lock  up  the  books,  as  is  the 
case  in  many  Libraries. 

When  visiting  the  Bast,  in  1857,  I  visited  the  Astor 
Library.  I  stated  to  the  persons  in  charge  that  I  was  con- 
nected with  a  public  library  in  California,  and  desired  the  privi- 
lege of  walking  behind  the  rail  to  examine  the  books,  the  mode 
of  arrangement,  etc,  I  was  looked  at  with  as  much  astonish- 
ment as  was  Oliver  Twist  when  he  asked  for  more,  and  was  told 
that  that  was  a  privilege  that  would  only  be  granted  by  the  Li- 
brarian, and  that  he  was  out.  I  waited  about  an  hour  and  no- 
ticed that  every  person  who  applied  for  a  book  had  to  make  the 
application  in  writing.  It  was  then  handed  to  him,  and  he  was 
watched  during  the  time  he  had  the  book  as  though  he  meant 
to  steal  it.  The  clerks  seemed  to  me  like  a  squad  of  detectives, 
and  only  Avanted  the  star  to  make  the  illusion  perfect.  If  a 
person  there  wants  to  examine  a  department  of  science,  if 
he  cannot  name  the  particular  book,  he  is  practically  cut  off 
from  all  the  privileges  of  the  Library.  I  came  away  from  the 
Astor  Library,  as  hundreds  of  others  have,  with  the  im- 
pression that  the  Astor  was  a  very  great  Library,  but  that  the 
intention  of  its  liberal  founder  was  entirely  lost  sight  of  by  its 
present  management.     In  contrast  to  my  visit  to  the  Astor,  I 
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desire  to  say  that  in  visiting  the  Public  Library  of  Boston  every 
facility  was  afforded  in  examining  its  very  useful,  accommoda- 
ting and  practical  arrangements. 

In  our  Library  th,e  free  access  of  over  an  average  of  one 
thousand  members  of  the  Order,  for  eleven  years,  we  have  only 
lost  about  forty  books — entirely  demonstrating,  to  my  mind, 
that  free  access  of  members  to  the  books  is  the  best  and  safest 
system. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  efforts  of  the  Fraternity  to  in- 
crease the  Library  for  the  ensuing  year  will  surpass  all  previous 
efforts.  The  fee,  only  two  dollars,  is  now  so  light  as  to  place 
membership  within  the  reach  of  all,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
officers  of  every  Lodge  ought  to  be  a  committee  to  see  that 
every  new  member,  as  well  as  every  old  one,  is  initiated  into  the 
mysteries  of  that  degree  which  our  Librarian  alone  can  confer, 

Every  book  added  to  the  Library,  and  every  mineral  added 
to  the  cabinet,  gives  increased  value  and  interest.  Donations 
are  always  thankfully  received  and  properly  acknowledged  by 
the  Board  of  Directors.  I  suggest  that  each  of  you  immedi- 
ately overlook  your  own  private  libraries  and  select  some  books 
for  donations.  A  Public  Library  never  stands  still ;  it  either 
b}''  the  energy  and  management  of  its  owners  goes  ahead,  or 
from  apathy  sinks  far  behind.  By  the  continued  efforts  of  the 
Fraternity  in  this  city,  "  in  that  good  time  coming  "  our  Library 
may  be  placed  as  far  ahead  of  all  similar  institutions  on  the 
Pacific  coast  as  Odd  Fellowship  is  above  all  other  mere  human 
organizations. 

The  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  this  city  is  more 
indebted  to  the  Library  for  its  success,  its  solid  wealth,  its  con- 
tinued prosperity  and  great  increase  of  membership  from  the 
best  classes  in  the  community,  than  from  any  other  single  cause. 
Hundreds   are  attracted  to  it  by  the   social  and  pleasant  ad- 
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vantages  offered  by  our  Library  and  Reading  Rooms,  and  those 
of  the  brethren  temporarily  out  of  employment  find  there  a 
home,  with  opportunities  for  study  and  improvement  which  few 
of  the  denizens  of  this  coast  elsewhere  enjoy. 

The  families  of  all  receive  the  full  benefit  of  the  Library  at 
much  less  expense  than  they  would  procure  their  reading  mat- 
ter in  any  other  way  ;  indeed,  I  have  been  told  by  brethren 
that  the  use  of  our  Library  is  an  actual  saving  of  expense,  as 
they  would  otherwise  spend  from  twenty  to  fifty  dollars  a  year 
for  books  which  one  throws  aside  when  read  as  of  little  value.. 

The  Library  is  a  place  which  the  wife  and  children  can  visit 
and  enjoy.  It  thus  removes  much  of  the  prejudice  that  families 
sometimes  have  against  Odd  Fellowship,  on  the  ground  that  it 
isolates  the  father  and  husband  from  the  enjoyments  of  home. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  we  hope  that  all  the  members  of 
the  Order  in  this  city  will  feel  and  act  as  though  they  had  not 
done  their  whole  duty,  as  required  by  the  commands  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  until  they  have  given  the  Library  substantial  aid 
and  support.

1  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  and 
condition  of  the  Library  for  the  year  past : 

The  number  of  volumes  loaned  during  the  year  was  10,119  ; 
the  number  of  new  books  added  to  the  Library  was  1,627.  Of 
these  1,519  were  purchased  and  108  donated.  1,512  volumes  of 
German  books,  paid  for,  have  not  yet  arrived.  The  whole 
number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  is  12,044.

Members,  78 — total,  447.     Increase  for  the  year.  111.

ARTICLE    I. 

NAME    AND    OBJECT* 

Section  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Odd 
Fellows'  Library  Association  op  the  City  of  San  Francisco," 
having  for  its  object  the  establishment  of  a  Library  and  Head- 
ing Room,  the  collection  of  Scientific  and  Literary  Works. 

ARTICLE     II. 

membership. 

Section  1.  Any  Odd  Fellow  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge 
may  become  a  Contributing  Member  of  the  Association  on  pay- 
ing an  initiation  fee  of  two  dollars,  and  one  dollar  per  quarter 
dues,  in  advance. 

Sec.  2.  A  brother  in  good  standing  of  any  Lodge  of  the 
Order  may  become  a  Life  Member  on  the  payment  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  (or  a  Contributing  Member  may  become  a  Life 
Member  by  paying  twenty  dollars  after  he  has  been  a  Contribut- 
ing Member  one  year,  or  at  any  time  by  the  payment  of  twenty- 
three  dollars,)  without  being  subject  to  dues* 
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Sec.  3.  A  brother  may  be  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of 
the  Association  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  a  regular  member,  excepting  the  right 
to  vote  and  hold  office. 

Sec.  4.  Life  and  Contributing  Members,  on  being  admitted 
to  the  privileges  of  the  Association,  shall  sign  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  Any  Contributing  Member  suffering  his  dues  to  re- 
main unpaid  for  the  space  of  one  month  shall  be  deprived  of 
all  the  privileges  and  rights  of  membership,  unless  his  delin- 
quency be  excused  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  6.  A  brother  who  shall  have  been  expelled  from  his 
Lodge  shall  forfeit  his  membership  in  this  Association. 

ARTICLE     III. 

officers. 

Section  1,  The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of 
a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Libra- 
rian, who,  together  with  one  Delegate  from  each  subordinate 
Lodge  and  subordinate  Encampment  in  this  city,  shall  constitute 
a  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  Officers  and  Delegates  shall  be  elected  annually 
on  the  first  Monday  of  April  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

DUTIES    OF    OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Association,  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  preserve 
order  therein,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  tie  upon  any  question, 
shall  give  the  casting  vote.  He  shall,  on  the  written  applica- 
tion of  three  Directors,  call  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
whenever  they  deem  it  expedient,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his 
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term  of  office,  or  oftener  if  required  by  the  Association,  he 
shall  make  a  written  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association, 
adding  such  suggestions  as  may  promote  its  welfare. 

Sec.  2.  A  Vice-President  shall  preside  and  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  the  absence  or  disqualification  of  that 
officer. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  those  of  the  Association, 
and  draw  on  the  Treasurer,  countersigned  by  the  President,  for 
all  moneys  voted  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  issue  all 
notices  of  special  meetings,  in  person  or  by  advertisement.  He 
shall  be  the  correspondent  of  the  Association,  and  shall  keep 
copies  of  all  letters  written  by  him,  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  a  bond,  with  sufficient 
surety,  in  such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  deem  ex- 
pedient, for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
which  duties  shall  be,  to  safely  keep  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, to  pay  them  out  on  the  order  of  the  Secretary,  counter- 
signed by  the  President,  after  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  to  duly  surrender  all 
papers  and  property  in  his  hands  to  his  successor  duly  elected 
and  qualified.  He  shall  make  monthly  reports  of  receipts  and 
expenditures,  and  balance  on  hand. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  invested  with  full 
powers  to  appropriate  funds,  enact  By-Laws  and  conduct  the 
affairs  of  the  Association.  Any  Director  may  be  removed  for 
misconduct,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Board,  and  vacancies 
shall  be  filled  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association  thereafter, 
by  a  vote  of  the  subscribers  of  the  Lodge  of  which  the  Director 
was  a  member,  subject  to  confirmation  by  that  meeting. 

Sec.  6.     The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Library 


Rooms.  He  shall  keep  a  cataloo-ne  of  all  the  titles  of  the  books 
in  the  Library,  perfectly  classified,  and  alloAv  only  such  as  are 
members  to  take  out  books  from  the  Library.  When  a  book  is 
taken  aM'ay,  the  napip  of  the  member,  the  voUune,  class  aiirl 
number  shall  be  noted  in  the  record  kept  for  that  purpose, 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation on  the  first  Monday  in  April  of  each  year,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  reports  from  the  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, exhibiting  the  state  of  the  Library,  finances  and  pro- 
perty, and  for  the  transaction  of  any  other  business  that  may  be 
presented. 

Sec.  2.  At  meetings  of  the  Association  at  least  fifteen  mem- 
bers must  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall,  upon  the  written  request  of 
twelve  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  call  a  meeting  of 
the  Association,  after  one  week's  notice  thereof  has  been  given, 
stating  the  reasons  therefor,  and  no  business  other  than  that 
contained  in  the  request  shall  be  transacted. 

ARTICLE     VI. 

alterations  and  amendments. 
Section  1.    This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended 
unless  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  niembers  present  at  a 
legal  meeting,    notice  thereof  having  been  given  one  week 
previously.

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LIBEAEY    REGULATIONS 


Article  1.  The  Library  and  rooms  connected  therewith 
shall  be  open  every  day  in  the  year. 

Art.  2.  All  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  and  their  ladies, 
are  privileged  to  visit  the  Library^  and  any  such  brothers  may 
introduce  strangers  during  the  day  time; 

Art.  3.  Loud  talking  and  smbking  are  tolerated  only  in  the 
Chess  Room,  and  in  the  inner  Library  Rootn  all  conversation  is 
strictly  prohibited. 

Art.  4.  Any  member  who  is  not  more  than  one  month  in 
arrears  for  duesj  and  has  complied  with  these  regula;tions,  may 
take  from  the  Library  one  octavo  or  largisr  volume,  or  two  of 
smaller  size  than  an  octavo. 

ArT.-\  5i  Octavo  volumes  may  be  kept  three  weeks  ;  larger 
volumes  four  weeks,  and  smaller  two  Aveeks.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed, except  new  works,  which  must  be  returned  to  the 
Library  at  the  termination  of  the  time  specified,  when,  if  there 
is  no  demand  for  the  work,  it  may  be  renewed. 

Art.  6.  If  any  book  be  kept  out  beyond  the  time  pre- 
scribed in  the  preceding  Article,  the  member  so  violating  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Library,  for  every  day  the  volume  is  so 
kept  out,  twenty-five  cents  for  a  quarto,  ten  cents  for  an  octavo, 
and  five  cents  for  a  volume  of  less  size,  and  any  injury  to  or  loss 
of  a  book  shall  be  made  good  by  the  member  to  whose  name 
the  same  may  be  charged. 
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Art.  7.  No  member  shall  take  any  Volume  from  the  Library 
without  notifying  the  Librarian  or  his  representative,  and  hav- 
ing it  registered;  and  on  returning  the  same  he  shall  place  it  on 
the  Librarian's  t^ble  for  his  inspection,  who  alone  shall  replace 
books  upon  the  shelf. 

Art.  8.  Children,  in  order  to  draw  books  from  the  Library, 
must  bring  a  special  written  order  from  a  member.  Without 
such  order  they  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  the  privilege  of 
the  Library. 

Art.  9.  Books  of  reference,  and  such  others  as  may  be  de- 
signated by  the  Soard  of  Directors,  shall  not  be  removed  from 
the  Library  excejpt  by  the  consent  of  the  President  of  the 
Board. 

Art.  10.  Any  member  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Asso- 
ciation must  inform  the  Librarian,  who  will  see  that  all  dues 
and  fines  are  paid,  and  register  such  withdrawal,  otherwise  he 
Avill  be  considered  a  member  and  chargeable  with  dues  as  such 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Art.  11.  The  Librarian  shall  receive  all  dues,  fines,  sub- 
scriptions and  contributions,  and  account  to  the  Treasurer  for 
the  same,  and  make  a  detailed  report  of  all  sums  received  at 
each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board.  He  shall  enforce  the  rules 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  make  a  quarterly  report  on  the 
first  meetings  in  January,  April,  July  and  October,  of  all  re- 
ceipts for  dues,  fines  and  forfeitures,  paid  and  unpaid,  and  dam- 
ages done  to  books.  He  shall  make  a  full  report  for  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  on  the  state  of  the  Library,  the 
number  of  volumes  taken  out  for  the  year,  the  number  added 
to  and  lost  from  it.  He  shall  withdraw  any  book  from  circula- 
tion when  leaves  have  become  loose  or  the  binding  is  so  imper- 
fect that  loss  would  be  probable  by  its  being  carelessly  handled.

ABBREVIATED    REGULATIONS. 

One  volume  can  be  taken  at  a  time  from  the 
Lower  Hall,  and  one  from  the  Bates  Hall. 
Books  can  be  kept  out  14  days. 

A  tine  of  2  cents  for  each  volume  will  be 
incurred  for  each  day  a  book  is  detained  more 
than  14  days. 

Any  book  detained  more  than  a  week  be- 
yond the  time  limited,  will  be  sent  for  at  the 
expense  of  the  delinquent. 

jS^o  book  is  to  be  lent  out  of  the  household 
of  the  borrower. 

The  Library  hours  for  the  delivery  and  re- 
turn of  books  are  from  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  to 
8  o'clock,  P.  M.,  in  the  Lower  Hall;  and  from 
10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  untU  one  half  hour  before 
sunset  in  the  Bates  Hall. 

Every  book  must,  under  penalty  of  one  dol- 
lar, be  returned  to  the  Library  at  such  time 
in  August  jfs  shall  be  publicly  announced. 

The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a 
book  is  returned.  For  renewing  a  book  the 
card  must  be  presented,  together  with  the 
book,  or  with  the  shelf-numbers  of  the  book.
